"However, as these ships arrived at Havane only 
half loaded, and as this is not the custom for ships 
which make such a long and expensive voyage to a

charge in a friendly port, perhaps at sea on other 
freighters, ἃ great part of the arms or equipment - 
which could have been on board before the twenty- 
second of October.
